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No. 138- AN ACT TO INCORPORATE THE TOWN OF WEST RUTLAND 


Section. 

1. Corporate powers and liabilities. 

2. Liability for support of paupers. 

3. Town records and files. 

4. Apportionment of assets and liabilities. 

5. Liability of inhabitants and estates respecting taxes. 

6. Contracts respecting highways and bridges. 

7. Justices of the peace for town of Rutland to continue as such 
where they are legal voters. 

8. Meeting for organization; when and how holden. 

9. Act when to take effect. 

It is hereby enacted by the General Assembly of the State 
of Vermont: 

SECTION 1. The inhabitants of that portion of the existing town 
of Rutland which is embraced within the boundaries of the following 
districts, viz.; School districts numbers six* seven, eight, nine, 
twenty-one, and central district, so-called, are hereby incorporated 
and made a body corporate and politic under the name of "West Rut- 
land,” and by that name may sue and be sued, prosecute and defend 
in any court; may take, hold, purchase, and convey such property 
as the purposes of the corporation may require; may borrow money 
on the credit of the corporation and may issue its bonds, coupons, 
notes, and orders therefor, or for the purpose of funding any debt 
assumed under this act, or otherwise, in the manner prescribed 
by the general laws of this State relative thereto; may elect a 
representative to the general assembly of this State, and generally 
shall have the same offices and officers as are by law prescribed 
for other town in this State, and shall exercise and enjoy all 
such rights, immunities, and privileges as are conferred upon, 
or incident to other towns in this State, and shall be subject 
to like duties, liabilities, and obligations of such towns, except 
as is otherwise provided in this act; and shall be and hereby is 
made one of the towns of the county of Rutland, and of the Rutland 
probate district within and for the said county. 

SEC. 2. The towns of Rutland and West Rutland respectively, shall 
be liable for the support of all persons who now are, or hereafter 
shall become paupers, and who have, or hereafter shall have gained 
a settlement within their respective territorial limits; and for 
the support of all paupers who are now upon the town farm of said 



town of Rutland, who have been sent to said farm from within their 

respective territorial limits . 

SEC. 3. The town records of the present town of Rutland, and all 
papers and files now existing, which are by law kept in the office 
of the town clerk of said town, shall remain deposited and kept 
in the office of the clerk of said town of Rutland; and all copies 

of said records, papers and files which shall hereafter be made 
and certified in due form of law by the clerk of said town of Rut- 
land shall have the same credit and effect that are by law given 

to copies and certificates made by the town clerks of other towns 
in this State. 

SEC. 4. The assets and liabilities of the town of Rutland shall 
be apportioned on the basis of the grand list of 1886, belonging 
to the territory included within said towns of Rutland and West 
Rutland respectively. The share of the town of West Rutland in 
the United States deposit fund of the town of Rutland shall be 
turned over to the town of West Rutland by the town of Rutland. 

The total amount of existing indebtedness of the town of Rutland, 

including all outstanding orders, bonds, and admitted liabilities 
shall be ascertained; the real and personal property constituting 
the town hall and town farm properties and the road machines of 
the town of Rutland shall be valued under the rule prescribed for 
the appraisal of property for taxation; the town hall and town 
farm properties situated within the limits of the town of West 
Rutland shall belong to the latter town, and their appraised value 
shall be deducted from the value of the town hall in Rutland. 
The resulting balance of such valuation shall be deducted from 
said total indebtedness, and the remaining balance of indebtedness 
shall be apportioned as first above provided; the share of said 
indebtedness to be assumed by the town of Rutland shall be paid 
by said town to the town of Rutland within thirty days after the 
result in determined. Such apportionment shall be made by the 
selectmen of the town of Rutland, and the selectmen of the town 
of West Rutland; and if said board of selectmen shall not be able 
to agree thereon within one month after the organization of said 
town of West Rutland, the presiding judge of the county court for 
the county of Rutland, on application of either of said boards 
of selectmen, and on notice to the other party, shall appoint three 
disinterested commissioners to make such apportionment , whose deci- 
sion, rendered on hearing of the parties after twelve days’ notice, 
shall be final. 


All unliquidated and disputed claims* all pending suits and all 
suits that shall hereafter be brought upon causes of action origi- 
nating prior to the time when this act shall take effect, in favor 
of or against said town of Rutland, shall be enforced and prosecuted 
by or against said town in the same manner as if this act had not 
been passed; and any and all moneys collected, or damages recovered 
by or against said town, together with the expenses of litigation 
if any, shall be apportioned and settled on the basis first above 
provided, the town of West Rutland receiving or paying its propor- 
tion thereof from or to the town of Rutland, as the case may be. 

In case the money raised for erecting the Memorial Hall shall prove 
insufficient to complete the same according to the plans and speci- 
fications agreed upon, the town of West Rutland shall contribute 
its share necessary to complete the same as agreed, in proportion 
as its grand list now is to the grand list of the whole town of 
Rutland, 

SEC, 5. The inhabitants and estates within the present town of 
Rutland, and the owners of said estates, shall be held liable for 
the payment of taxes now in arrears# and which have been legally 
assessed upon them by the town of Rutland; and all such taxes un- 
collected shall be collected and paid into the treasury of the 
town of Rutland, in the same manner as it would have been done 
before the passage of this act* 

SEC* 6. All contracts heretofore made by the existing town of Rut- 
land, for the making, building, repairing, and maintaining, of 
any road or roads, bridge or bridges, shall be assumed and carried 
out by the town in which said road or roads, bridge or bridges 
are situated, 

SEC* 7* The justices of the peace for the town of Rutland, elected 
at its last freemen *s meeting, shall be and continue as such jus- 
tices of the peace, for and during the time for which they were 
elected in the town within whose limits they were legal voters* 

SEC, 8* The town of West Rutland shall become organized, and its 
first meeting shall be called and holden on the first Tuesday in 
March, A*D* 1887, in the manner prescribed by section two thousand 
six hundred and fifty-four, chapter one hundred and thirty, of 
the Revised Laws* 

SEC* 9, This act for the purpose of calling a meeting of the voters 
of the said town of West Rutland, for the organization thereof, 
on the first Tuesday of March next, shall take effect from its 



passage; and for all other purposes shall take effect on the first 
Tuesday of March next* 

Approved November 19 f 1886. 

No. 139* -AN ACT IN AMENDMENT OF AND IN ADDITION 
TO AN ACT ENTITLED "AN ACT TO INCORPORATE 
THE TOWN OF WEST RUTLAND/* APPROVED NOVEMBER 19, 1886. 

It is hereby enacted by the General Assembly of the State 
of Vermont: 

SECTION 1. The following words to wit; ,r The share of said indebted- 
ness to be assumed by the town of Rutland shall be paid by said 

town to the town of Rutland within thirty days after the result 

is determined," in lines twenty, twenty-one, and twenty-two of 
section four of an act entitled "An act to incorporate the town 
of West Rutland/* approved November 19, 1886, are hereby amended 

so as to read as follows; "the share of said indebtedness to be 
assumed by the town of West Rutland shall be paid by said town 
to the town of Rutland within thirty days after the result is de ter- 
ra ined .

SEC* 2- When the towns of West Rutland and Proctor shall become 

organized, said towns and the town of Rutland shall be entitled 
respectively to the number of justices of the peace provided by 
the constitution in that behalf,

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REPORT OF THE SELECTMEN AND TOWN MANAGER 1985 


To The Citizens Of West Rutland: 

1985 was a year of progress and exciting new possibilities for 
the future of the town* The new water system was completed by 
the West Rutland Fire District and the new roads in the Industrial 
Park were completed* We have tried to provide for the needs of 
the town while recognizing the need to keep expenditures within 
a tight budget* The following is an account of our 1985 progress 
and our plans and hopes for the 1986 Centennial year* 

THE SEWER 

A number of improvements in the Town’s sewer system were realized 
in 1985, We continued to seek out sources of infiltration that 
have raised the flow rate higher then the permitted level* With 
the assistance of engineers from the State of Vermont we identified 
a major source of infiltration on Main Street* We immediately 
repaired this section of line and saw the flow at the treatment 

plant dramatically reduced. We also corrected several other smaller 
leaks* Although at this writing we are still awaiting the official 
12 month flow calculation from the state* it appears that we have 
gained a significant amount of reserve capacity. This should enable 
us to encourage both industrial and residential development in 
town* The state and federal governments are requiring the town 
to make several modifications to the treatment plant that will 
improve the quality of the effluent discharged to the Clarendon 
River, These items are expensive* We are seeking the least expen- 
sive means to meet the regulations and to spread these costs so 
that the impact is not all felt at one time. We are proud that 
our treatment plant was rated in the top five activated sludge 

plants in the State, by the Green Mountain Water Pollution Control 
Association* In 1986 we hope to take first place! Again the credit 
for this good showing goes to our Chief Operator, Chris Kelley 
and his assistants Cecil Sherman, who has left for other employment 
and Wayne Tracey who began work in December* 

ROADS 

Good progress was made in 1985 in upgrading and resurfacing town 
roads* We were subjected during the entire spring and summer to 
continuous trucking of materials for the new U,S, Route 4* This 
activity damaged Dewey Avenue, Clarendon Avenue and Fairview Avenue. 
Fortunately we had entered an agreement with Earth Construction 
that resulted in the total repaving of Fairview Avenue, assistance 
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toward the repaving of Dewey Avenue and some shim work on Clarendon 
Avenue* Additionally we resurfaced all of Meadow Lane, North Lane, 
Duck Hill on Pleasant Street and began shimming work on Ross Street 
and Elm Street* The state paved Fairview Avenue Extension through 
the recreation area and all of the new Boa rdman Hill Road* Sheldon 
and Thrall Avenues have been totally rebuilt as part of the EDA 
project, Clearwater Blvd* (the new road to the Sewer Plant) was 
resurfaced. All in all a total of about $120,000 worth of asphalt 
was laid in West Rutland in 1985, We had 2,500 yards of gravel 
crushed and applied to gravel surfaced roads, notably Boardman 
Hill and Dewey Avenue. Some was also applied to the Old Town Farm 
Road and to Pleasant Heights, Brush was cut in a number of areas 
and we hope to do some major brush cutting in 1986, We have been 
notified that the 4-R paving project on West Main Street will be 
done in 1987 with substantial funding from the State and federal 
governments. We have purchased a 1986 Ford one ton, 4 wheel drive 
dump truck with plow and sander for use on narrow streets and to 
clear intersections. Already we have found that we can sand the 

entire town much more quickly and with more efficient use of sand 

and salt. We have also purchased a new Ford Tractor that Is used 

for sidewalk plowing and sanding and mowing in the summer. We 

will contract with the school in 1986 to mow the ball fields. 
The International Dump Truck has been rehabilitated with a new 
motor, body repair and paint. Equipment is now in excellent shape, 
therefore we are requesting a reduced amount for deposit in the 
equipment savings account, 

A word of thanks is in order to our road crew. Bill Peryer, Bernie 
Rogers, Dan Gilligan and Bob Geryk, who faithfully come out under 
all kinds of conditions to try to keep the roads open and safe 
for travel. We are requesting a total of $40,000 this year to 
continue the pavement improvement program* 

TOWN/FIRE DISTRICT MERGER 

The proposed merger of the town with the West Rutland Fire District 
Si was discussed by the Board of Selectmen and the Prudential Com- 
mittee early in the year, it was determined that the votes required 
of the town and the Fire District should take place simultaneously 
when the time came. Since the Fire District was in the midst of 
construction and the Town was in the midst of the EDA funded indus- 
trial park road project, it seemed prudent to complete these proj- 
ects and any potential legal problems before further serious discus- 
sion about the merger took place. The Town continued with installa- 
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tion of three more fire hydrants* Two were installed in the Town 
Farm development and one on Dewey Avenue. The town was required 
to repair one major water main break on Worth Lane in the spring. 
The Fire District has designed renovations for the Pine Hill boost- 
er, This project will be done in the spring of 1986, As the water 
system ages in the Town Farm area, it will be necessary for the 
town to appropriate additional funds for maintenance. 

RECREATION 

The most notable accomplishment of 1985 was the construction of 
an ice skating rink and warming facilities. The rink is located 
at the town recreation area off Fairview Avenue, The lion's share 
of credit for the success of this project goes to Pat Trepan ier 
whose untold hours of labor turned part of the bathhouse into a 
warming hut /snack bar and a little used corner of the rec area 
into a fine lighted rink. Several others have also generously 
volunteered time in flooding and clearing the ice* Thanks to all 
of you and especially to the West Rutland Legion and the West Rut- 
land Rotary for generous donations of money for the project. Even 
from outside West Rutland a donation came from the Rutland American 
Legion and fire hose for flooding was donated by the Rutland Town 
Fire Department* The Recreation Committee worked hard to restore 
the bathhouse and toilet facilities and we installed a new sewer 
line to serve the facility. During the summer the area saw an 
increased use for picnicking, volleyball and fishing, especially 
during fishing derby time. The summer recreation program was well 
received with regular trips to Rutland for swimming and a camping 
trip to the Lake Dun mo re area* We look forward to a much improved 
summer program and hope to include some performing artists as part 
of our service to the Town, The bathhouse roof will need to be 
repaired this summer so the building can be preserved for both 
summer and winter use. 

PUBLIC SAFETY 

The Town continues to have excellent police coverage through its 
two fully trained constables and one special police officer. The 
town purchased two new radar units for the constables use this 
year. The old unit was repaired and has served as a backup* The 
constables will be elected for two year terms in March which will 
add a greater sense of stability to our police protection service* 
We anticipate a lot of attention to speed and weight enforcement 
activity this year, especially in light of the amount of material 
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scheduled to be hauled through town for the new LI.S. Route 4* 
Our thanks to Bob Geryk, Jamie Rajda and R.J. El rick for a job 
well done, 

LANDF I LL/ V ICON 

The town is continuing to operate its landfill until the VTCGN 
Resource Recovery Facility C incinerator) goes into operation. 
The challenges to the Rutland County Solid Waste District and the 
construction of the VICON facility have been overcome and construc- 
tion will resume at full speed in the spring. In the meantime 

your continued cooperation in the use of the landfill will assist 
us during the transition to the new facility. 

GRANTS AND DEVELOPMENT 

We are pleased to report that the "Industrial Park Improvement 
Project 1 ' funded by the Economic Development Administration (EDA) 
and the Town with the essential and generous cooperation of the 

Fire District is complete. The project's finances have been audited 
and were found in order. The entire audit report is published 

elsewhere in this report. In March 1985 we were notified that 

our application in conjunction with the City of Rutland, Castleton 
and Fair Haven for a Community Improvement Grant had been approved. 
The $425,000 grant will establish a low interest loan pool for 

rehabilitation of residential and commercial structures in target 
areas in each of the four communities. West Rutland's target area 
is bounded by Marble Street, Main Street and Barnes Street, Volun- 
teers have been working on several committees since June 1985. 
The result is the incorporation of Rutland West Neighborhood Hous- 
ing Service, Inc, The office is located in our own Town Hall and 
loan applications will be processed beginning in March 1986. We 
applied for a project development grant to study development possi- 
bilities for the triangle bounded by Campbell Avenue, Marble and 

Main Streets, This application was rejected. In the fall we ap- 
plied for a project development grant to map the town's water and 

sewer systems. This application was also rejected. We intend 
to continue to submit applications for necessary projects whenever 
funds are available. 

THE UPPER CASTLETON RIVER PROJECT 

We have obtained all but one of the easements necessary to begin 
construction of the Upper Castleton River Urban Lateral Drainage 
Project. We are pursuing condemnation of the necessary property 
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to move the project forward, A "Necessity Petition" has been filed 
with the Superior Court and the results of that proceeding should 
be known by m id -March 1986. The Soil Conservation Service continues 
to support the project and maintains available funds. With the 
deficit reduction priority in Congress it is important that this 
project be completed this year. 

CONSOLIDATED POWER COMPANY 

In August, Consolidated Power Company, a private firm from Stamford, 
Connecticut announced plans to build a 235 MW natural gas fired 
generating facility adjacent to the VELCO substation in West Rut- 
land. The Board of Selectmen has tentatively endorsed the proposal 
with the condition that the environment and the health and welfare 
of West Rutland residents are fully protected. The economic impact 
of this $160,000,000 plus project is clear in terms of reduced 
taxes and better services. Everyone will have an opportunity to 
comment and learn more about the project as the permitting process 
moves forward. 

BUDGETS/ REVENUE SHARING/ INSURANCE 

Deficit reduction and tax reform at the federal level is having 
a profound impact on Local Government. This year our federal Reve- 
nue Sharing allocation is reduced by at least 2556 and there will 
be no revenue sharing at all after October 1, 1986, Some of the 
tax reform proposals before congress could adversely affect the 
town's ability to borrow at favorable rates. An insurance crisis 
has hit both business and government. Whereas insurance firms 
were competing for municipal business several years ago, thereby 
offering low premiums, their loss experience and court decisions 
holding municipalities liable where they had previously been immune 
has reversed this trend. In our proposed budgets we have increased 
the allocation for insurance premiums and hopefully will be able 
to obtain insurance coverage within the budgeted amount. Another 
large, one time item in the 1986 budget is $16,000 for the Town’s 
share for replacement of the old Boardman Hill bridge, and the 
bridges on Marble and Barnes Streets, Since the total cost of 
these bridge projects will be nearly $250,000 It is reasonable 
for the town to fake advantage of the state and federal funds avail- 
able for this purpose. We have hired a part-time bookkeeper to 
implement a new accounting/bookkeeping system. Her office and 
the Town Treasurer's office are located in the Town Hall. We feel 
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that the budgeted increases cover only necessary items, several 
of which, such as insurance premiums, we have little ability to 
control . 

RESIGNATIONS OF LONG TIME TOWN OFFICERS 

The Board reluctantly accepted the resignations of Vic Sevigny 
and Stan Brzoza in 1985. Both Vic and Stan served West Rutland 
long and well in their capacities as Clerk and Treasurer. We thank 
them both and wish them the best in their "retirement". 

CENTENNIAL YEAR 

As you have noted elsewhere in this report, 1986 marks the one 
hundredth anniversary of the division of the Town of Rutland. 
In 1886 by an act of the legislature after a hard fought battle 
by proponents and opponents of the division, West Rutland was char- 
tered as a separate municipality. This will be a year of reflection 
on our proud past, a celebration of the spirited present, and vi- 
sionary looks into the future. Soon after Town Meeting we will 
form a committee to develop a series of commemorative activities. 
If you would like to participate, please call the Town Office at 
any time. 

In summary, 1985 saw more measurable progress for the town in spite 
of the constraints of a limited tax base. If we all continue to 
work together for a better future, 1986 will be a year worthy of 
the Centennial celebration.

The balance of $41,258 due from the Economic Development Administration

One of lifes greatest pleasures is to reach a goal. Such is the 
case with the Planning Commission, We recently completed the ini- 
tial work on subdivision guidelines. These guidelines called sub- 
division regulations are presently going to rough draft form for 
Selectmen review and comment in the Spring of 1986, After the 
Selectmen review the draft and make their comments, the proposed 
regulations will then be presented to the Town's people for their 
review and comment. The Town will post the time and place. 

During 1985, the Planning Commission also reviewed nine (9) zoning 
permits for site plan approval. All permits other than one and 
two family dwellings are subject to site plan review and approval 
by the Planning Commission, 

In addition to the normal permit reviews and approval, proposed 
new work for the Planning Commission in 1986 includes updating 
the Town Plan, rewriting some sections of the Zoning By-laws and 
preparing a more detailed Zoning Map. Any and all updates of the 
Town Plan, the Zoning By-laws or the Town Map will come before 
the Town’s people for review, comment and vote. 

The Planning Commission, a volunteer group appointed by the Select- 
men, meet at least once a month <and frequently twice a month) 
to review permit applications, do planning work, and administer 
its other responsibilities as directed by the Town Zoning By-laws, 
Selectmen and the Vermont Statutes, 

We encourage Town support and participation in all of our planning 
work.

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CONSTABLE'S REPORT - 1985 


1985 was a year of changes and improvements within the West Rutland 
Constabulary- Equipment appropriations provided for increased 
enforcement capabilities* The appropriations included two new 
radar units. These radar units are used for moving and stationary 
speed detection- Statistics show a 985S increase in speeding tickets 
issued during 1985, 

Our department also acquired a breathal izer, courtesy of Project 
Crash* which now allows suspected drunken drivers to be processed 
here in town. This eliminates the need to transport them out of 
town for processing and provides more continuous police coverage 
in event of an emergency. 

In February of 1985, R, J, Elrick was appointed a special officer. 
This has enabled the town to have additional coverage during daytime 
hours when the constables are unavailable. Officer Elrick comes 
to our department as a graduate of the Vermont Police Academy and 
is a certified Emergency Medical Technician, 

in conjunction with the West Rutland PTO, March brought "Operation 
Identification 11 to our school system. This program provided for 
the fingerprinting of school age children for future identification 
in the event of an abduction or other misfortune. This was well 
received with over 100 children fingerprinted. 

We again would like to stress public awareness of any suspicious 
activity- If planning to leave your residence for an extended 
period of time, we ask that you contact us so that additional secu- 
rity checks can be provided. 

In 1986, we hope to secure a third radar unit, which will completely 
equip each officer's patrol vehicle. This will provide for addi- 
tional radar enforcement- We are also working towards acquiring 
office space within the town offices to provide more efficient 
operations. Finally, we are exploring the possibilities of insti- 
tuting a "Neighborhood Watch" program. 

We would like to express our thanks and appreciation to Town Manager 
Bill Finger, our Board of Selectmen, Vermont State Police, Rutland 
City Police Department and Department of Motor Vehicle Highway 
Use Inspector H, John Zotti for their cooperation and assistance 
throughout the year. With their help, our jobs were made much 
easier.

I processed 49 zoning permits for 1985, This is a little decline 
from 1984 which 54 zoning permits were processed* The breakdown 
of permits are as follows: 7 new housing requests only of which 
3 have been built, 8 new additions, 7 new garages, 2 inground swim- 
ming pools, 5 outbuildings, 7 decks and porches, 5 commercial re- 
quests, 4 destruction requests, 2 subdivisions, one parking lot 
and one withdrawn due to a legal question. Of the 49 zoning per- 
mits, 4 permits were referred to the Board of Adjustment for their 
decisions.

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WASTEWATER TREATMENT PLANT REPORT 


During the past year, personnel of the West Rutland Wastewater 
Treatment Department took some giant steps toward eliminating the 
problem of infiltration/inflow of groundwater into the town’s col- 
lection system. With the help of State officials, problem areas 
in the collection system were identified along with estimates of 
how much excessive flow was coming through each section of pipe. 

The major problem was identified along a section of pipe on the 
west side of Main Street between Chapel Street and the Creamery, 
A twenty foot section of pipe was completely replaced, resulting 
in a significant flow reduction at the treatment plant of approx- 
imately 40,000 gallons per day. 

Along with improvements in the collection system, plant improvement 
projects won praise from state officials. For the first time. West 
Rutland entered the state* s treatment plant of the year competition. 
Although we were not victorious, officials were extremely pleased 
with plant operations. 

With many pieces of equipment used for plant and collection system 
operation beginning to show signs of age, we have begun planning 
an equipment upgrade and replacement over the course of several 
yea rs . 

At this time, we would like to extend our appreciation to residents 
who have been good enough to report pump station alarms in the 
past year. This cooperation has been successful in helping to avoid 
a number of potentially disastrous situations for plant personnel 
and residents alike.

NOTE A - SIGNIFICANT ACCOUNTING POLICIES 


The financial statements of the Town of West Rutland School District have 
been prepared on the cash basis of accounting (which reflects only re- 
venues collected and expenditures actually paid) and thus do not con- 
form to generally accepted accounting principles. In addition the 
statements do not conform to the requirements of the Vermont Department 
of Education's Vermont School Accounting Manual (Handbook II), issued 
in May, 1980 which calls for financial statements and budgets for 
Vermont School Districts to be prepared on a modified accrual basis. 

The financial statements of the Town of West Rutland School District 
have been organized on the basis of funds and account groups, each of 
which is considered a separate accounting entity. The operations of 
each fund are accounted for with a separate set of self-balancing accounts 
that comprise its assets, liabilities, fund equity, revenues, and expen- 
ditures, or expenses, as appropriate. Government resources are allocated 
to and accounted for in individual funds based upon the purposes for 
which they are to be spent and the means by which spending activities are 
controlled. The various funds are grouped, in the financial statements 
in this report, into three generic fund types and two broad fund categories 
as follows: 

Governmental Funds: 

The General Fund is the general operating fund of the District. 

It is used to account for all financial resources except those 
required to be accounted for in another fund. 

The Special Revenue Fund is used to account for financial re- 
sources to be used in providing the hot lunch program for the 
School District. 

Fiduciary Funds: 

Trust and Agency Funds are used to account for assets held by the 
District in a trustee capacity or as an agent for individuals, 
private organizations or other funds. These include Expendable 
Trust Funds and Agency funds. 

The accounting and reporting treatment applied to the long-term liabi- 
lities associated with a fund are determined by its measurement focus. 

All governmental funds are accounted for on a spending or "financial 
flow" measurement focus. This means that only current assets and 
current liabilities are generally included on their balance sheets. 

Their reported fund balance (net current assets) is considered a mea- 
sure of "available spendable resources." Governmental fund operating 
statements present increases (revenues and other financing sources) and 
decreases (expenditures and other financing uses) in net current assets. 
Accordingly, they are said to present a summary of sources and uses of 
"available spendable resourses" during a period.

NOTE A - SIGNIFICANT ACCOUNTING POLICIES (Continued) 

Long-term liabi Titles expected to be financed from governmental funds 
are accounted for in the General Long-Term Debt Account Groups not in 
the governmental funds except for special assessment bonds * which are 
accounted for in special Assessment Funds when utilized. 

The account group is not a "fund." It is concerned only with the mea- 
surement of financial position. They are not involved with measurement 
of results of operations* 

Because of their spending measurement focus * expenditure recognition for 
governmental fund types is limited to exclude amounts represented by 
non-current liabilities* Since they do not affect net current assets, 
such long-term amounts are not recognized as governmental fund type 
expenditures or fund liabilities. They are instead reported as lia- 
bilities in the General Long-Term Debt Account Group. 

The basis of accounting refers to when revenues and expenditures or 
expenses are recognized in the accounts and reported in the financial 
statements* Basis of accounting relates to the timing of the measure- 
ments made, regardless of the measurement focus applied. 

The district follows these procedures in establishing the budgetary data 
reflected in the financial statements; 

1. Formal budgetary integration is employed as a management control 
device during the year for the General Fund the the Special 
Revenue Fund* 

2, The budgets for the General Fund and the Special Revenue Fund 
are adopted an a cash basis. 

Total columns on the Combined Statements are captioned "Memorandum Only" 
to indicate that they are presented only to facilitate financial analysis* 
Data in these columns do not present financial position or results of 
operations in conformity with generally accepted accounting principles* 

NOTE B - AMOUNT TO BE PROVIDED FOR RETIREMENT OF GENERAL LONG-TERM DEBT 


The balance of $330,000 represents the outstanding principal due on the 
original principal of $770,000 which was borrowed in 1974 to finance 
construction. The loan agreement calls for annual principal payments 
of $40 t 000 due December 1, of each year, through December 1, 1992 and 
a final principal payment of $10,000 due December 1, 1993. 

Semi-annual interest payments are due December 1 and June 1 of each 
fiscal year. 

The remaining balance of $20,179 is the principal due at June 30, 19B5 
on the $28,000 which was borrowed on December 10, 1985 to purchase a 
new bus.

The State of Vermont reimburses the School District, annually, for 20% 
of the principal apyment and 20% of the interest parent. This year's 
total reimbursement amounted to 511,967* 

The amount billed to taxpayers as a separate line item for the retire- 
ment of the long-term debt has been included in these financial state- 
ments as a General Fund expenditure and a budgeted item* The State of 
Vermont reimbursement has been shown as an offset, 

NOTE C - NOTE PAYABLE - GENERAL FUND 

The $11,000 due at June 30, 1985 represents funds borrowed to cover the 
costs of damage caused by the February I5 t 1985 fire, 

NOTE D - EVENTS SUBSEQUENT TO BALANCE SHEET DATE 

The School District received a total of $22,325 in insurance recovery 
proceeds due to the February 15, 1985 fire. 

The School District paid an employee who had been injured during the 
school year, rather than make him wait for the insurance company to 
settle the claim. The School District then filed a workmen's compen- 
sation claim in the amount of $3,057. This amount was received in two 
installments. $500 was received in June, 1985 and the balance of 
$2,557 was received in July, 1985.

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RUTLAND COUNTY SOLID WASTE DISTRICT ANNUAL REPORT 


INTRODUCTION 

The District's activities in 1985 were focused on completing the 
financing of the Vicon Resource Recovery Plant and addressing grow- 
ing concerns relative to the environmental impacts of the plant 
at both the local and state level* The year ended with a major 
policy statement by the Governor which may have a significant impact 
on the construction and operation of the Vicon facility. 

RESOURCE RECOVERY PROJECT 

Final financing negotiations continued through spring and summer 
of 1985 with the bond closing occurring on September 26. The clos- 
ing was preceded by final negotiations of the first amendment to 
the Services Contract between Vicon and the District. The amendment 
included an increase in the war rant led electricity production from 
27,000,000 kwh/yr to 28,500,000 kwh/yr, and an increase in the 
non District tipping fee from $15.00 to $16.00 per ton and various 
minor changes to comply with the final closing conditions* The 
increased total costs of the project were balanced by a higher 
energy output and lower bond interest rate so that the tipping 
fee has remained at $16.50. 

Major components of the financing package include a letter of credit 
issued by the Industrial Bank of Japan to secure the bonds and 
equity ownership by Inge rsol 1-Rand Company, The final bond amount 
was $16,500,000 with an additional $5,778,000 to be assumed by 
the equity owner at completion of the facility. A $4,000,000 con- 
struction loan through the Industrial Bank of Japan will provide 
the necessary construction funds until the equity purchase Is made. 

The proceeds of the bond sale were deposited with the Chittenden 
Trust Company who will serve as project trustee* The Vermont Na- 
tional Bank will serve as District Trustee, overseeing the District 
collateral reserve account and transfer of tipping fees to the 
proj ect . 

This past year has seen an Increasing awareness at both the local 
and state levels about the air quality impacts of the Vicon plant. 
Although the issues raised were primarily emotional rather than 
factual, they had a significant impact on the project due in part 
to extensive media coverage. This increasing awareness prompted 
Water Resources Commissioner, Jonathan Lash to Issue a memorandum 
In April that required revision of the existing air quality permit 
to include acid gas controls. Although the April memorandum seemed 
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to satisfy the acid gas concerns, a new issue, dioxin continued 
into the late summer and fall. This controversial issue precipi- 
tated the unlawful revocation of Vicon 's building permit on Sep- 
tember 30 by city aldermen. The permit was restored by the Vermont 
Superior Court on November 7. 

In order to offer an opportunity to view a similar operating re- 
source recovery facility the District again sponsored a bus trip 
to the Vicon plant in Pittsfield on April 30. Those who attended 
the trip were generally impressed with the plant operation and 
found no evidence of problems from either the City of Pittsfield 
or the residential communities adjacent to the plant. The Pitts- 
field plant is located in a valley topography similar to Rutland 
and offers an excellent opportunity to evaluate the plants impact 
on the community. 

CITY PETITION VOTE 


In response to a petition signed by the required number of city 
residents, the City of Rutland held a special election on November 
26, 1985 on the question of whether the City should withdraw from 

the Solid Waste District. Since the District Formation Agreement 
binds all members to remain in the District subsequent to entering 
into a long term contract or financial committment, the vote had 
no legal basis and was merely an opinion poll. Even though the 
vote was non-binding the Board of Supervisors felt that a positive 
vote would enhance the District's standing in the community and 
decided to utilize the election to focus attention on the factual 
issues of the plant's safety and air emissions. The District's 
educational program included radio advertisements, newspaper ads, 
direct mailers and an updated position paper prepared by an outside 
consultant. This District effort was supplemented by similar ef- 
forts by Vicon Recovery Associates. 

The period preceeding the election included several forums and 
discussion groups where air quality and health issues were debated 
by nationally recognized experts in their respective fields. The 
most publicized forum was held at St. Joseph the Provider College 
and concentrated on dioxin and risk analysis. Of the 100 plus 
people attending the forum, less than 25 residents of Rutland City 
participated. 

The November 26 vote was 1,208 to 794 for remaining in the District. 
The margin of victory and the relatively low voter turnout, espe- 
cially in Ward 3B where the plant is located, were definite signs 
that the majority of Rutland City residents support the efforts 
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of the Solid Waste District and feel that the proposed Vicon plant 
is a safe method of disposing of our solid waste* 

GOVERNOR’S STUDY 

On October 1* 1985 , Governor Madeleine M. Kunin instructed the 
Commissioner of Health in cooperation with the Commissioner of 
Water Resources to evaluate the potential risks to human health 
arising from acid gas and dioxin air emissions and from dioxin 
in the ash from the Rutland resource recovery facility* The report 
which was released to the general public on December 13, 1985 was 
a thorough literature review and included risk assessments based 
on pre existing data and information obtained from a panel of ex- 
perts in their respective fields. These risks were based on a 
range of tests taken from plants much larger than the Rutland plant 
and of differing technology. The report concluded that the risk 
assessment and permit revision for the Rutland facility should 
be based on the emissions tests currently being conducted at Vicor^s 
Pittsfield plant. The final results of these tests will not be 
available until early summer of 1986, The revision of V icon's 
air permit will not be completed until that time when the test 
results can be compared to a new dioxin standard which is being 
prepared by the Agency of Environmental Conservation, 

The Report further concluded that acid gas emissions will be "tar 
below the acute level" and there "is no evidence of health effects" 
from the acid levels expected from the plant. 

The risks associated with ash disposal were judged to be manageable 
provided that the disposal is properly managed in a suitable facil- 
ity, 

DISTRICT ADMINISTRATION 

The number of District member towns continued to grow in 1985 with 
Clarendon, Sudbury and Mt, Tabor voting to join the District at 
their respective annual town meetings. These new towns bring the 
District memberhsip to 25 and virtually assures our minimum waste 
committment of 30,000 tons per year to the Vicon plant* 

This past year marked the beginning of the District's Environmental 
Committee which was formed to evaluate the potential of a household 
hazardous waste collection program and to lobby for more state 
involvement in regional solid waste management planning. The Com- 
mittee has prepared a basic work plan and budget which has been 
included in the proposed 1986 District budget. 

The next two years will also include a survey of commercial /Indus - 
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trial waste generators within the District, to identify potentially 
harmful wastes and remove them prior to incineration. 

BUDGET REPORT 

The District's proposed budget for 1986 is $105,800. As in years 
past the budget includes a significant carry-over from 1985 so 
that only $49,290 is required to be raised by District taxes. 
The budget includes a new line item for household hazardous waste 
collection and the continuation of the public education program 
begun in 1985, 

LOOKING AHEAD TO 1986 

Construction on the plant began in late summer with excavation 
and fill activities. Limited work is expected to continue through 
the winter with intensified construction to resume in the spring. 

District activities will include monitoring construction activities, 
preparations for and implementation of a household hazardous waste 
collection day, assisting District towns in preparing transfer 
systems and the evaluation of an accounting and billing system 
for District waste. The District will also be participating with 
other state and local officials in revising the existing state 
plan ,

The Rutland Regional 
Commission has begun or continued a variety of programs to help 
you find new ways to do more with increasingly limited financial 
resources , 

LAST YEAR IN WEST RUTLAND THE REGIONAL COMMISSION 

-helped you to get funds for the Rutland West Neighborhood 
Housing Services program; 

-involved you with our cooperative fuel purchasing program; 
-prepared a grant application for funds to map the sewer and 
water system in the Town; 

-provided assistance in the administration of the economic 
development grant that helped develop the West Rutland Indus- 
trial Park. 

PAST YEARS EFFORTS 

We implemented a very successful cooperative purchasing program 
for fuels that has saved some member communities more than 
they contribute to the Regional Commission, 

We hired a new Staff Planner skilled in data base management 
and innovative planning and zoning techniques who will be 
primarily responsible for providing technical assistance to 
the planning commissions, selectmen and other officers of 
our member governments.

SOUTHWE STERN VEWONT AREA AGENCY ON AGING 
Report To The Citizens of West Rutland 

This agency projects that it will spend $25,658 to assist elders 
in your community during its current fiscal year. 

We provided the following services to elders residing in your commu- 
nity during our past fiscal year which ended September 30, 1985: 

Senior Meals 

25 older persons took advantage of the meals served at one 
or more of the various mealsites sponsored by our agency. 

3,387 meals were delivered to the homes of 22 elders who were 
homebound and unable to come to a mealsite. This service 
is often called ’’Meals on Wheels". 

Senior Advocate Assistance 

52 persons over 60 received help through this program. Elders 
were assisted with applications and problem resolution in 
benefit programs such as Medicaid, Foodstamps, and SSI. 
Advocate staff helped a number of elders who had questions 
or problems related to health care payments and insurance 
claims. Among other things. Advocates helped elders file 
Vermont tax rebate claims and apply for energy program assis- 
tance. 

This Agency provided support, directly or through contract, for 
the following additional services that were used by elders in your 
community: 

Long Term Care Ombudsman - This, individual provided advocacy 
assistance to residents of Community Care and Nursing Homes. 
The Ombudsman helped elders and, if appropriate, family members 
or friends sort out information regarding financial assistance 
and other concerns related to institutional care. 
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Information and Referral - This Agency maintained a directory 
of services and programs available to elders in our area. 
Elders were able to access this information by either calling 
or visiting our office. 

Legal Service Attorney tor the Elderly - The Area Agency pro- 
vided funding for an Attorney whose role was to focus on the 
legal concerns of elders. This Attorney worked through the 
Vermont Legal Aid Office serving our region. 

Preventive Health Clinics - Funding assistance was provided 
to the Rutland Area Visiting Nurses to conduct monthly health 
clinics at meal sites/senior centers. Health assessments, 
blood pressure checks and foot care were provided at the clin- 
ics. Elders were asked to make a minimal donation for this 
service. 

Essential Transportation - On a limited basis, this agency 
re-imbursed mileage costs of volunteer drivers who transported 
elders needing this type of help to get to medical appointments 
or do essential food shopping.

VERMONT DEPARTMENT OF HEALTH 
Annual Report To The Citizens Of West Rutland 


The mission of the Vermont Department of Health is the preven- 
tion of illness and the control or elimination of hazards 
dangerous to the health of the public* In working toward 
this goal* the Health Department has provided, or assured 
the provision of health services to communities across the 
state. Direct services are provided through 11 district 
field offices. During fiscal year 1985, citizens of West 
Rutland received the following services from the district 
office in Rutland: 

121 pregnant women, new mothers, and children received 
supplemental foods, health and nutrition services through 
the WIC program, 

26 children and young adults received medical evaluation 
of individual health and dental status through the Early 
Periodic Screening, Diagnosis and Treatment program, 

24 persons received assessment information and counsel- 
ling through the Maternal and Child Health program and/or 
information and teaching of parenting roles through 
prenatal classes and home visiting services, 

21 children received comprehensive health assessments, 
including preventive guidance, at Well Child Clinics, 

Diagnosis and treatment services for orthopedic, hearing, 
cardiac, genetic, developmental disorders, and other handi- 
capping conditions were provided to 10 children through the 
Handicapped Children's program and/or the Child Development 
Clinic in Burlington* 

The Public Health Laboratory in Burlington assists in the 
prevention and control of illness by identifying chemicals 
and microorganisms in a variety of substances. During fiscal 
year 1985, the following laboratory services were provided 
to residents of West Rutland: 

48 blood tests to identify women needing immunization 
against German Measles (Rubella) to prevent birth defects 

30 other diagnostic blood tests, 

155 tests of individual and municipal water systems 
to monitor drinking water quality. 
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The Dental Division provides services to local communities 
including installing and maintaining fluoridation equipment 
in selected community and school water systems, paying for 
dental treatment of eligible children, and providing dental 
health education in the schools. 

Statewide, the Health Department provided the following serv- 
ices to Vermonters: 

140,598 doses of vaccine were administered in Health 
Department clinics to prevent polio, measles, other 
childhood diseases, and influenza, 200,447 doses were 
supplied to private physicians, 

16 hospitals, 47 nursing homes, and 43 level III communi- 
ty care homes were inspected and licensed. 

6,097 food or lodging inspections were conducted, 

1,034 reports of communicable diseases were investigated. 

317 gonorrhea cases were interviewed and 348 contacts 
were traced by Epidemiology field investigators. 

452 air, water, and other samples taken in the vicinity 
of 2 nuclear power reactors were tested for radioactiv- 
ity, 7 houses were tested for the presence of formalde- 
hyde, and 37 x-ray machines in hospitals, doctors* and 
dentists* offices were inspected. 

83 V0SHA regulatory inspections and 85 voluntary con- 
sultative inspections of Vermont industries were con- 
ducted. 

The Tooth Fairy program provided financial assistance 
for the dental care of 6,813 children; the Denticaid 
program provided assistance for 11,232 children. 

2,150 persons received screening for early detection 
of lung diseases through the Barre and other Health 
Department chest clinics. 

6,111 breath and blood alcohol samples were processed 
by the Laboratory, 11,045 bacteriological and viral 
cultures were tested. 

The Emergency Medical Services program provided support 
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and technical assistance to the state's 93 ambulance 
services, 53 first responder squads and 16 hospital 
emergency departments. 598 Emergency Medical Technicians 
were trained or recent if ied> and 291 certifications 
were issued in advanced life support skills. 

The Office of the Chief Medical Examiner investigated 
734 Vermont deaths, including 188 accidents, 22 homi- 
cides, and 99 suicides. 

Many services are also provided at the local level by your 
Town Health Officer, Lorraine Davis, Please feel free to 
call her if you need any assistance. The Health Department 
provides technical assistance and support to local health 
officers ,
